Peo ple Who Open Other*’Mail Liable 
to Sev ere Punishment. 
Apropos of several cases of the kind 
which occurred recently appeared in 
the April number of the Postm aster’s 
Advocate: 
The 
authorities 
a t Washington 
have fixed a penalty of $200 flue on 
any person taking out of the postoffice 
mail other than th eir own. All post­ 
masters are liable to make mistakes 
aodget the mail in the wrong boxes, 
: and the law says th a t people must 
1 examine their mail before leaving the 
office, and should they receive a piece 
which is not addressed to them, it 
must be returned a t once. That it Is 
the rault of the postmaster makes no 
difference. This law includes news­ 
papers as well as first class mail. 
There is a class of curious people 
everywhere, and they are as a rule, 
contemptibly 
curious about letters 
and other mail m atter which they 
chance to get hold of. They will open 
all letters coming Into their posses­ 
sion, and often when knowing full well 
they don’t belong to them. They 
will, after reading on the letters write 
on the envelop “opened by mistake,’’ 
and without signing their name, drop 
it back into the postoffice box at night 
or during the day when not observed. 
This class of curious individuals is 
warned to be careful in the future. 
H ereafter if they open mail which 
does not belong to them , they must 
sign their name, and state why they 
opened the same, w hether by accident 
or design.

T he VI a in m oth R e d ln ln s F igu re a t 
Ka nicun. Durma . 
To the ea stern tra veler the sta tue of 
Buddha is a fa milia r sight. 
From 
Colombo, In Ceylon, to Kobe, In Ja pa n, 
he Is everywhere greeted by the sa me 
ca lm, impa ssive a nd mysterious fa ce 
of the ea stern preceptor of perfection. 
But in no city in the orient do the 
form a nd fa ce of Buddha constitute 
so frequent or so essentia l a pa rt of the 
city’s decora tion a s in lta uguu, Bur­ 
ma , sta rting pla ce of Mr. Kipling’s 
fa mous 
“ Hoa d 
to 
Ma nda la y,” 
the 
stronghold 
of 
Buddhists. 
Nota ble 
even a mong the countless sta tues of 
Ra ngun is the ma mmoth Buddha , rep­ 
resenting 
the 
stra nge 
tea cher 
not 
sta nding or sitting cross legged, a s in 
the ma jority of sta tues, but reclining 
on a huge ra ised couch, his mighty 
form stretched out for 200 feet, while 
his shoulders riva l the width of tha t 
wonder of the a ncient world, the Colos­ 
sus of Rhodes, their tita nic brea dth 
rea ching fifty feet. 
But one a mong the wonders of Ra n­ 
gun, this mighty figure rests nea r the 
fa mous Shoa y Da gon, the center of the 
Burmese Buddnist world, crowned by 
the golden pa goda , which rises 300 feet 
a bove it, its w a lls covered with pure 
gold, the gift of a prince who contrib­ 
uted his weight iu gold to the pa goda . 
In the Shoa y Da gon there a re countless 
other sta tues of Buddha , a s well a s 
relics of Ga uta ma , the la st Buddha . 
All, equa lly with the huge reclining 
Buddha , form a pa rt of the religious 
rites of 
the Buddhists, for the es­ 
sence of Buddhism consists In the 
struggle to become like Buddha , to a t­ 
ta in his perfection by obedience to his 
precepts. To do this it is necessa ry a l­ 
wa ys to ha ve Buddha in mind, a nd it 
Is for this rea son tha t every city In the 
Buddhist world is litera lly crowded 
with his ima ges. 
Buddha himself is 
not deified. 
Potentia lly every Bud­ 
dhist ma y a tta in his perfection, but 
only by the eterna l Imita tion of his 
pra ctice. 
But, while sta tues such a s Ra ngun’s 
huge colossus a re importa nt in Bud­ 
dhist worship, of eveu more importa nce 
a re the relics of Buddha . 
It vvns a bout the Shoa y Da gon tha t 
the Burmese ma de their la st fierce fight 
when the British ca me to Ra ngun. 
A 
Venetia n tra veler of 300 yea rs a go vis­ 
iting the Shoa y Da gon ha s left a de­ 
scription of this fa mous temple, con­ 
ceding Its cla im to riva lry with his 
own Venice, tha t would serve a s a con­ 
tempora neous description, a nd toda y, 
a s In untold centuries pa st, the Bur- 
mese still bring tbeir offerings of flow­ 
ers a nd fruit, ca ndles a nd pa per fla gs, 
to la y before the huge reclining Bud­ 
dha , whose ha nds would a fford com­ 
forta ble sta nding room for four of the 
worshipers a nd whose giga ntic fa ce 
wea rs the stra nge, inscruta ble expres­ 
sion of ca lm which is the outwa rd 
ma rk of spiritua l 
Buddhism. — New 
York Tribune.

wa s celebra ted with grea t pomp a nd 
solemnity, a nd the prince himself a s­ 
sisted a t this a ppea l to divine interven­ 
tion, a s it wa s considered by every­ 
body, including the a ccused themselves. 
Ra lph wa s given the first throw, a nd 
he drew sixes, the highest possible 
number, a nd no doubt felt jubila nt. 
The dice box wa s then given tor Alfred, 
who fell on bis knees a nd pra yed a loud: 
“ Almighty God, thou knowest 1 a m 
innocent. 
Protect me, I beseech thee!” 
Rising to his feet, he threw the dice 
with such force tha t one of them 
broke in two. The unbroken one show ­ 
ed six, the broken one a lso showed six 
on the la rger portion, a ud the bit tha t 
ha d been split off showed one, giving 
a tota l of thirteen, or one more tha n 
the throw of Ra lph. 
The whole a udi­ 
ence thrilled with a stonishment, while 
the prince excla imed, “ God ha s spo­ 
ken!”
